AwnerstacRG, Ont., Aug. 29.—The new 
passenger steainer Northwest of the Great 
‘Northern railroad line stranded at Bar Point 
light on Lake Erie, two miles from the 
mouth of the Detroit River at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, Dense smoke from forest tires 
lay onthe surface of the water, completely 


obscuring the light ship maintained by the 


government at that dangerous point. 

The steamer ran out ten feet forward, and 
as it draws but fourteen feet of water astern 
its bow is practically lifted in theair by the 
tremendous shock of stranding. 

The Northwest left Buffalo last night, 
bound for Duluth, with 150 passengers, many 
of whom were going to the Far West on the 
Great Northern line. The boat stopped at 
Cleveland last night and then started across 
the lower end of Lake Erie for the Detroit 
River. The smoke, which had been heavy on 
Lake Erle for several days, became even 
more opaque this afternoon when the brisk 
northeast winds blew new cléuds from the 
burning Canadian forests. The steamer 
made its way all right past the narrow chan- 
nels near the Dummy light, and then swung 
in to pass Bar Point. The passengers were 
all on deck, gazing through the pail of smoke 
Yo catch a Hirst glimpse of land on this side 
of the lake. when euddenly the steamer struck 

on the bar, 500 feet west of the channel. The 
boat was going at a ‘tremendous pace, and the 
momentum forced her far on the bank. 
Shock Is Terrific. 

The shock felt on board was terrific. When 
the great hull of the steamer was brought to a 
dead stop in an iustant all the movable ob- 
jects on the decks, including the people, which 
had been carried along at nearly twenty 
miles an hour, kept their momentum and all 
were thrown heavily to the deck. Tables, 
chairs, camp stools, and people were all 
thrown in one indiscriminate mass on the 
deck. People in the cabins were dashed 
against the bulkheads with terrific force, and 
Hot a few people were dazed and stunned by 
the heavy blows they sustained. 

In that scene of confusion the cry arose 
that the steamer had struck a rock and was 
sinking. Instantly panic reigned ‘supreme. 
People who were able to rise to their feet ran 
hurriedly around the steamer, crying aloud 
and begging the crew to lower the lifeboats. 
It was with difficulty that several were re- 
strained from leaping over the side. The of- 
ficers in vain tried to quiet the mob, and it 
was only when the steamer was seen to re- 
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course. The tugs Champion and Saginaw 
have been sent to aid in addition to the first 
two, and it is hoped to release the steamer in 
the morning. 


TWO BUFFALO OFFICIALS ON BOARD.

Derrort, Mich., Aug. 29.—The Northwest 
has over 300 passengers s board, among them 
being Mayor Bishop and Postmaster Baker of 
Buffalo, anda number of other Buffalo offi- 
cials en route to Detroit on a pleasure trip. 
Mayor Pingree and some of the other Detroit 
officials, who had prepared for a reception to 
the Buffalo officials, have gone to the scene on 
the Champion. The Northwest’s situation is 
not believed to be especially dangerous, al- 
though the bottom is rocky about the mouth 
of the river. 


INSURANCE ON THE BOAT $500,000. 


Few Particulars of the Stranding Reach 
the Buffalo Office. 

Burrato, N. V., Aug. 29.—Advices to the 
home office tonight from the stranded steamer 
Northwest are that the boat has suffered no 
damage thus far from stranding on Bar Point, 
and it is hoped its release will be soon ef- 


fected. John Gordon, Manager of the North 


western Steamship company, to which the 
Northwest belongs, is on board, and few par- 
ticulars of the stranding have been wired here. 
The place where the boat is ashore is mainly 
sand, although there are many bowlders in it. 
The Northwest is insured largely in London 
Lloyds, although a Buffalo agency has a 
small line. It is thought that the insurance 
is about $500,000. 


SUN IS HIDDEN AT BARABOO, 


Forest Fires Cause a Smoke So Dense Peo- 
ple Can Searcely Breathe. 

BaRAOO. Wis., Aug. 29.—|Special,]—For 
the last few days the sun could hardly be seen 
for the dense smoke in this vicinity caused 
from fires. Last night it was so dense people 
could hardly sleep for want of fresh air. 
Fires have been raging in the woods and on 
the marshes for several days and much dam- 
age done, Farmers are fighting flames night 
and day. Everything is dry and no rain has 
fallen in this county to speak of aince June 
17. Yesterday afternoon fire destroyed over 
$10,000 worth of property, consisting of 
buildings and grain, on Sauk Prairie belong- 
ing to Joseph Pieker and John Astel. During 


the excitement Mr. Astel was seriously in- . 


jured in a runaway. 

Prixceron, III., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—A 
heavy cloud of smoke has enveloped Bureau 
County for the last eight hours. It is sup- 
posed to have come from the Wisconsin fires. 
It has the appearance of a dense fog and is 
quite stifling. 

New’ Wuatcom, Wash., Aug. 29.—The for- 
ests around this city are on fire and a north- 
easterly wind is blowing toward the city. 
Several suburban residefices have been de- 
stroyed. 

Bay Crry, Mich., Aug. 29.—[Special.]— 
Eight families living in Beaver Townshir 
have been forced out of their homes by for- 
est fires, and sought shelter in Kawkawlin 
Village. 

Wuirtrna, Ind., Aug. 29.—[Special. ]—Whit- 
ing is surrounded by large prairie fires which 
threaten to do much damage if their progress 
is not impeded soon.

Reports from the Straits of 
Mackinac indicated the smoke was clearing 
up at the foot of the lake, and vesselmen were 
hoping the fog would clear up today. 


OANADIAN PAOIFIO LOSES $1,000,000 


Vice-President Shaughnessy Attempts to 
Explain the Causes, 

MonTREAL, Que., Aug. 20.— Special.] — The 
Canadian Pacific table of earnings for the last 
half year shows a decrease of nearly $1,000,- 
000. E. Shaughnessy, Vice-President of the 
company, attributes the falling off to general 
causes.

RAID A TIGER’S LAIR. 


QIVIO FEDERATION SMASHES NEW- 
PORT OLUB PARAPHERNALIA. 


Detectives Sworn In as Constables Make 
Their Way into the Den and Spring the 
Warrant on Twenty-five Astonished 
Players=Costly Furniture Taken to Jus- 
tice Everett’s Court and Ordered Broken 
Up and Burned- O'Neill and Fitz, the 
Proprietors, Start Up Again. 


The Civic Federation took its first step yes- 
terday toward the suppression of gambling 
in Chicago. The swell gambling joint over 
Chapin & Gore’s, Nos. 73-75 Monroe street, 
which is run by J. J., alias Nosey,“ O'Neill 
and Melville Fitz, two racetrack gamblers, 
and known as the Newport club, was raided 
by Matt Pinkerton's detectives in the 
guise of constables on a search war- 
rant sworn out by Eben B. Dean 
before Justice Everett, The costly 
furniture. valued at over $1,500, was taken 
before Justice Everett and ordered destroyed. 


| tion of Matt Pinkerton himself and every 


precaution was taken to prevent the gamblers 
from failing us by getting out a writ of re- 
plevin. We went into the place one ata time, 
There were about twenty-five men playing. 
When I made the announcement that the 
place had been raided there was 
great excitement. Some of the men 
were way behind and wanted a chance to get 
even. One man cashed in $150. The gam- 
bling paraphernalia was of the finest kind and 
was worth about $1,500. It will be quitea 
blow to these fellows and they cannot stand 
many of these raids.” 
More Raids to Be Made. 

L. T. O’Brien, member of the Civic Federa- 
tion Committee for the Suppression of Gam- 
bling, said last night the raid was only the 
beginning of a large number that are soon to 
follow. The Civie Federation, he declared, 
proposed to ascertain whether or not wide 
open gambling in Chicago can be stopped. 
The committee having that work in 
charge has laid out its plan of action and will 
follow it to the letter. It will be under direc- 
tion chiefly of the law firm of Hamlin, Scott 
& Lord. An old and well-known detective 
will have direct control of the raids.

| DACEY’S BODY FOUND, 


ASSISTANT ENGINEER AT HY DE 
PARK PROBABLY MURDERED, 


His Remains Discovered in the Southern 


Part of the City, Mangled and Stripped | 


of Valuables=—He Had Been Canvasa- 
ing the Ward for Democratic Political 
Purposes=Indications of Assassination 
Men Arrested on Suspicion of Being 
Mixed Up in the Supposed Crime. 


Timothy J. Dacey, one of the assistant en- 
gineers at the Hyde Park pumping works, 
was found dead at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon in a grove at Sixty-sighth street and 
Euclid avenue, and there is a suspicion that 
he was murdered, There was a wound on his 
left breast just over the heart, which it is sup- 
posed caused death. The body was found by 
Henry Grossman and John Lyon. It was 
lying face downward, and the clothing was 


wet, as though the body had just been taken 


from the lake. According to Mr. Grossman 
a revolver was lying near by when they found

In the presence of a thousand people the 
tables were taken and smashed into kindling 
wood infront of the Justice’s office at No. 
125 Clark street. 

The complainant, Eben B. Dean, says he 
lost $800 playing faro at the Newport club. 
Aug. 17 he swore out a search warrant before 
Justico Everett for the place and put the mat- 
terin the hands of the Civic Federation. 
Through its attorneys, (Walker, Judd 
& Hawley, the Federation employed 
Matt Pinkerton’s Detective Agency to 
serve the warrants. Every possible means 
was used to keep the matter secret, and, tak- 
ing gamblers by surprise, prevent them from 
getting out writs of replevin for the stuff 
seized. : 

H. O. Devereaux, Superintendent for Matt 
Pinkerton, and eight able-bodied operators 
were sworn in as special constables. Yes- 
terday afternoon was the time planned 
for the raid. Devereaux was admitted to 
the club-room and at intervals of five minutes 
his assistants strolled in. When everything 
was ready Devereaux walked to the center of 
the room, and waving the warrant, said: 

„Gentlemen, I have a warrant for this 
place. You will please cash in.“ 


Guarded Ali the Exits. 

At the same time the other constables 
guarded all exits to prevent any one from 
leaving the room to get a writ of replevin. Ail 
the gambling furniture, consisting of two fine 
faro tables, four poker tables, a roulette 
whee], and a bushel of chips, was gathered to- 
gether. The tables had to be taken apart 
to get them down the narrow stairway. An 
express wagon was waiting below and the 
furnituro was taken at once to Justice 
Everett. A representative of Attorney Walker 
was in court and read the statute 
requiring that all gambling furniture taken 
by process of court should be destroyed, 
Justice Everett at once ordered that the ta- 
bles and chips should be destroyed and then 
burned. 7 

The tables were carried down into the street 
in front of the justice court, anda _ lusty con. 
stable with a sledge hammer made a wreck of 
them in a few minutes. The pieces were 
then again piled in the wagon and carted 
away to be burned. 

The news of the raid quickly spread, and 
before the tables had been taken out of the 
building a crowd of several hundred people 
gathered about the building and watched the 
unusual proceeding of a. gambling-house 
being raided. At the foot of the 
stairs stood Matt Pinkerton to give 
advice or assistance should either 
be necessary. It took the constable detectives 
fully three-quarters of an hour to get the 
tables down the narrow stairway, and in the 
meantime the twenty-five gamblers were kent 
prisoners in the room above. When the fur- 
niture had been loaded in the wagon and 
started for Justice Everett’s court, guarded 
by the constables, the crowd followed 
along out of curiosity, and when the court- 
room was reached the crowd had swelled to a 
thousand people. Again when the furniture 
was destroyed the street was blocked from 
Madison to Washington, and the gamblers 
from Varnell’s place at No. 119 Clark street 
flocked out to see the sight. A dozen police. 
men stood about, keeping the crowd back and 
watching the proceedings. Theraid caused 
great excitement among the fraternity, and 
for the first time since the present administra- 


tion opened they began to beafraid of the 


law. 
Business with a New Outfit. 


O'Neill and Fitz were at the race tracks 
when the raid was made, but, upon their re- 
turn, they immediately procured a new outfit 
and began business again atthe old stand. 
When a reporter for Tue Tripune called at 
the Newport ciub at night a score of profes- 
sional gamblers sat in the finely furnished 
room and played faro, roulette, and poker. 
All the furniture was new and of expensive 
pattern. The raid seemed to have a depress- 
ing effect oa the gamblers, for they played 
listlessly and looked up nervously at 
every newcomer. The Newport club has been 
running for a long time as a strictly private 
place, where gentlemen could assemble and 
play for high stakes. Sinee the present ad- 
ministration it has degenerated into an open 
resort admissible to any one. 

When seen last night Supt. Devereaux said: 
“The search warrant for the Newport club 
has been in our hands for some time, but the 
arrangements for theraid were not completed 


until yesterday. It was ugder the direc. |

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other until all have been cleaned out. The 
committee has forty-eight places listed now. 
The scheme is to arrest every time a house is 
raided as many inmates as the officers can 
get their hands on. 

In the case of houses itt the Senter of the 
city, where we think obstructions are likely 
to be placed in our way by the police.“ said 
Mr. O’Brien, it is our intention to break 
into the houses at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
take the furniture out and destroy it, and 
when the occupants come around arrest them. 
We have arranged with a Justice of the Peace 
to be down-town every time an event is to 
come off, 

Have the Dens Located. 

We first went tothe mapdepartment in the 
City Hall and got the location of every 'gam- 
bling house. Then we went to the private 
record department and got the names of the 
owners of the property. Our at- 
torneys will inform each of them 
of the use his property is being put to, and 
give him ten days’ notice to cancel the lease. 
If he does not comply then we will have him 
arrested. So, you see, we will deal with the 
owners of the property, the proprietors of the 
games, and the players. 

Some people have an idea it will be of 
little use to arrest the players or the proprie- 
tors, as they will appeal their cases. But we 
are in position to hire the best legal talent 
and will push the prosecutions to the end. 

One of the questions under consideration 
is, What becomes of the money all these 
gam bling-house keepers are contributing for 
the privilege of running? We propose to find 
out, and have special agents working on that 
feature of the movement now. Another 
scheme of the committee is to have a lot of 
small cards printed and distribute them to 
men who may be seen coming out of 
houses looking as if they had lost. 
The card will tell them to call 
to see our attorneys who will tell them that 
under the laws of this State they can sue the 
proprietors of the game, the owners of 
the property, and the players. The 
landlords would rather let their buildings 
stand vacant than goto jail. If there could 
be a few places under strict control where the 
sports could eat one another up nobody would 
raise an objection, but this audacious 
wide-open gambling must be stopped. That 
is the only reason Iam interested. As Presi- 
dent of the Clerks’ Union I know what is go- 
ing on.“ 


PRIVATE SOLDIER GETS $500,000. 


Romantic Story About Trooper Flint and 
His Big Fortune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 29.— [Special. — 
The War Department has granted a discharge 
to Grover Flint, a private in A Troop of the 
United States Cavalry stationed at Fort 
Meyer, to allow him to become possessor 
of afortune that is estimated at $500,000. 
The young man, whose baptismal name was 
Flint Grover, is a son of the famous Maj. 
Gen. Grover of Maine, who served with dis. 
tinction durmg the late war. His mother 
was a daughter of Austin Flint of 
New York. In his bu byhood the 
boy’s mother died, and his grandmother 
adopted him with the understanding he should 
become a joint heir with his uncle, Dr. Aus- 
tin Flint Jr. of New York. Under these cir. 
cumstances his surname and given name were 
transposed. Heenlisted in the cavalry with 
the idea of becoming an officer under the law 
that allows privates to rise to com- 
missions. He was in the army for two 
years and had passed the preliminary 
examination for his commission, and today 
would have taken his last examination at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., had not his grand- 
mother died in Boston a short time ago, leav- 
ing him the greater part of her fortune. The 
exact value of the estate cannot be ascertained, 
but it is believed by those who know the affairs 
of Mrs, Flint that it will amount to upward 
of $500,000, as there is a mansion in 
Fifth avenue, New York, a mansion in Bos- 
ton, and large investments in bonds and other 
securities. Grover Flint is a post graduate 
of Harvard, was for some time an active 
newspaper correspondent in Paris, and has 
done some literary work.

For three days past Dacey had not 
been at work at the pumping station, but had 
been engaged upon a census ofa political 
nature in the Thirty- fourth Ward, he having 
been prominent in Democratic ward politics. 
This was finished Tuesday. He was last seen 
alive between 7 and 8 o' clock Tuesday even- 
ing, when he left home on Dearborn street to 
go fora pail of beer to Dunne’s saloon nearby. 
Dacey’s body was taken to 5437 Lake ave- 
nue and the Coroner was notified it was a case 
of suicide. The appearance of the body when 
found and the fact there was no apparent mo- 
tive that would lead Dacey to take his own 
life made the theory of suicide untenable, 
At his home it was said his domestic relations 
were pleasant. 

Late last night the Grand Crossing police 
made several arrests, but refused to give the 
names. The prisoners were taken ta other 
parts of the city, and orders were issued by 
Inspector Hunt that no information should 
be given out concerning them. The arrests 
were made on the theory that Dacey was mur- 
dered. Dacey was a brother-in-law of Bryan 
Tighe, the policeman. 


MRS. LEOKIE OUTWITS THE POLIOE. 


Keeps Her Husband from Arrest and 
Feeds Him Three Meals a Day. 

James B. Leckie, the merchant policeman, 
was arrested again yesterday by Central Sta- 
tion Detectives Storen and Danner. His ar- 
rest developed the fact that his wife, Agnes, 
bad kept him under cover from the police 
twenty-nine days and fed him regularly 
three times a day during the 
whole time. Leckie and his wife 
operate a private police patrol agency and 
contract to make good all losses due to burg- 
lary in houses which they are paid to guard. 
They employ men and require them to de- 
posit $200 with the company—that amount 
being held asa guarantee. These contracts 
are the subject of attack by the police and a 
dozen or more complaints have been brought 
forward by them. Leckie wasto have been 
tried in the Criminal Court July 31. He did 
not appear for trial and a capias was 
issued for his arrest. Mrs. Leckie was seen 
at her home last night, After a little cry over 
her ill luck she consented to tell how she kent 
her husband from the police. I was deter- 
mined they should not get my husband, and I 
first rented a room for him at Paulina and 


Adams streets. We did not go under the 


Aftera week or so some 
officer saw Mr. Leckie at the window. Inside 
of two hours a Central Station de- 
tective was patrolling the opposite side 
of the street. I waited till he 
went up to the corner to get a cigar, and we 
left by the back door und got another room 
not more than a block away. They must have 
‘shadowed’ me then, for I saw Central Station 
officers around again in a few days. We 
moved again, at night this time, to the 
place where he was arrested today. I 
had my child and my home to care 
for, and, as it was not so very far 
away from our house, I took his meals to him 
three times a day. I knew they would 
shadow me, so I would sometimes go down- 
town, or far out west, or in any direction be- 
fore 1 turned my steps toward the house 
where he was. I think they must have seen 
him at the back window across a 
vacant lot this time. [I told him 
to keep away from the window— 
but I don’t care, anyhow, I kept 
him away from them a month and I can fool 
those Central Station detectives any time. 
Big Jim Storen can't keep track of me if I 
get any kind of a start on him. We will have 
bonds for my husband in a few days—proba- 
bly tomorrow.“ Mrs. Leckie says she and 


husband are being persecuted by the po-

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RACE RIOT IN TILLMAN’S STATE 


| Soldiers Called Out to Suppress Negroes |

Cotumsia, S. C., Aug. 29.—Gov. Tillman 
received information late this afternoon that 
a race riot was imminent at Harlin City, a 
small town in Orangeburg County.

An exhilaration of spirit is not visible these 
days in the Treasury Department. Not only 
is the arduous work entailed on the officials 
by the new tariff having ill effects, but the 


prospects in regard to national finances are 


enveloped in a darkening cloud. The opera- 
tions of the trusts while thé tariff bill was 
held up in the Senate and in Conference com- 
mittee have been so extensive that the re- 
ceipts of revenue will be greatly curtailed; — 
and this fact, taken in connection with the 
reductions entailed by the new free list, will 
have ill effects on Uncle Sam's coffers. The 
result is that already whispers are heard that 
the United States will have to borrow more 
cash to make up for the deficiency. 

The internal revenue receipts show a de- 
cided falling off, owing to the abnormal rush 
to get spirits out of bond before the new tax 
went into effect. Wednesday of last week 
the receipts of the department were 81,607. 
417, while today they were only $688,308, 
showing a reduction of nearly a million dol. 
lars. It is expected, of course, the receipts 
from internal revenue for many months to 
come will show the effects of the rush during 
the time the President had the tariff bill un- 
der consideration. : 

Treasury officials fully realize the boom in “ 
this direction for the last month is a purely 
temporary relief for the Treasury, and that 
the government is certain to meet with hard 
times before the new year opens: Customs 
receipts will increase largely at once, but 
they will not last forever, and the deficit from 
whisky cannot very well be ‘supplied from 
any other source. No duties on raw sugar 
will be received until the trust has disposed 
of its present unprecedented accumulation. 
The income tax does not go into effect until 
Jan. 1, 1895, and is not payable until the 
first day of July, so no help can be looked 
for from this direction. This leaves the 
prospects for the Treasury for the 
rest of this year rather unfavorable, 
Internal revenue receipts, at least from 
whisky, will be little or nothing. Custom re. 
ceipts must be the principal reliance, and 
from them the revenue on sugar, which Sec 
retary Carlisle has declared to be indispensa- 
ble, must be eliminated. : 

The result of all this is that careful observ. 
ers are inclined to believe another issue of 
bonds would not be so much of a surprise 
after all. Congress is not in session and no 
opposition is to be feared from that quarter, 
Nothing will be done until after the Novem. 
ber elections, but the gossips declare it will 
be next to impossible for the Treasury to 
worry through the winter without another 
bond issue. | 


WAGES OF POTTERS ARE TO BE REDUCED 


Manufacturers Tell Their Men That Cuts 
May Be Expected. 5 
Trenton, N. J., Aug. 29.—A conference be- 
tween the pottery manufacturers and their 
employés was held yesterday in their shops, 
The manufacturers prepared statements show- 
ing the men it would be impossible to. con- 
tinue under the new tariff at the prices to 
which competition with England would bring 
the goods. None of the manufacturers asked 
directly that a further reduction be accepted, 
but the implied meaning of the conference — 
was to this end. The men inquired the 
necessity of a reduction now, when 
there was no raise under the McKinley — A 
and the manufacturers said the reduct 
of the prices to importers would equal 
the reduction in the tariff and American goods 
must be made on a lower scale if such is done. 
The men say their present wages are but little 
higher than laborers’ wages, and if laborers’ 
wages are to be paid to skilled men it would 
be better for the potters to seek a healthier 
calling.

There is no mistaking the position of the 
Democracy. There must be waged further 
uggressive operations against protected mo- 
nopoly and government favoritism,” as Mr. 
Cleveland calls the wages of labor and the 
stability of business. After tossing on a 
stormy sea for more than a yeer the manu- 
‘facturers and business-men generally find 
themselves on land. It is true that it is the 
inhospitable and unfertile shore of Demo- 
cratic “ tariff reform,“ but they can make a 
kind of a living there, as can the working- 
men, if they are not swept away, by another 
free trade tidal wave. If the voters vote in 
November of this year as they did two years 
ago business-men may make up their minds 
that another day of wrath is at hand and they 
must prepare themselves to meet it.

Were he a dry goods 
prince, an iron magnate, a railroad king, a 
retired capitalist, a veteran officeholder, or a 
prominent statesman, he would be spoken of 
as such. But since Mr. MacVeagh is in the 
grocery business he has been described as a 
grocer, and as far as Tux Trunk has no- 
ticed there has been nothing of a sneering or 
conten ptuous nature about the type in which 
that word was set up. 

So the junior organ seems to be a little 
oversensitive. Probably the trouble is that 
it is ashamed of the business of its candidate, 
and would rather that he belonged to one of 
the professions, It prefers to speak of him 
as the * scholar in polities.“ Certainly Mr. 
MacVeagh has no such false pride. He is not 
ashamed, when men ask who he is and whence 


he belongs to the genus middiemen, species 
wholesale grocer, and sells sugar and spice, 
and all that's nice, as the nursery rhyme 
says. He is one of the successful merchants

Mr. MacVeagh is not to be sneered at by 
any man because heisa grocer, He is to be 
congratulated on his good fortune. for that 
business has suffered less than any other by 
the new tariff. The dry goods merchant has 
had to sell the goods in his store for less than 
he paid for them. Nothing of that kind has 
happened to the grocer. Tea, coffee, spices, 
etc,, were on the free list under the old law, 
and they are on the free list now. Conse- 
quently the prices of those articles which he 
had on hand were not affected one way or the 
other by the change in the tariff. 
By putting a duty of 40 per cent on sugar 
the new tariff put money in the pocket of 
every grocer who happened to have a large 
stock of iton hand. What great opportuni- 
ties the sugar legislation offered a bright man 
who was in Mr. MacVeagh’s position! Sup- 
posing the latter had taken a million dollars, 
bought sugar with it, and put it away in a 
warehouse. The passage of the tariff bill, 
with its 40 per cent duty, would add 6400. 
000 to the value of that sugar. It is easy to 
see how a grocer who was shrewd and who 
|] was on the inside ana had made such a spec- 
ulation as that might feel enthusiastic over 
tariff reform,“ while merchants in other 
lines of trade, the value of whose stocks haa 
Beeu forced down, do not feel equally jubi- 
lant. 
Mr. MacVeagh's business has not suffered 
at all by the tariff changes. If he plunged 
into sugar as deeply as he might have done 
he has cleared enough to enable him to pay 
the campaign expenses of the party in the 
State. So he may be sent to the Senate to 
vote for a still further reduction of the duties 
on competitive goods and foran increase of 
the duty on sugar. | 
The question for the junior Democratic 
organ to discuss is whether that second step 
toward free trade shall be taken.

the decision of the arbitrators would not have 
been compulsory Mr. Pullman answered:

While the arbitra- 
tion board vould doubtless have said that the 
company should charge no more than the 
market value for the tenements and rents and 
that the rents should have been reduced 
to meet competition, does any one imagine 
that this board, one man representing the 
company, one the employés, and one neutral, 
would have decided that the men should re- 
tain their old wages and the company shoul- 
der the entire loss? No one can conceive 
anything of the kind would have happened. 
No board of arbitration would order an em- 
ployer to condyct his business at a loss. If he 
consented to do so that would have been all 
right, but it would not have directed him to 
do it. If he could show that he was running 
business at a loss, whatever the reason might 
be, no board would have ordered him to pay 
more wages. 1 

Assuming, therefore, that the facts are as 
stated in the testimony arbitration would have 
been safe and Mr. Pullman would have run 
no risk of an adverse decision. If at the time 
when the commercial rate of rent, wages, and 
profits had declined the employés had gone 
to the board and claimed the old high rate of 
wages, which they voted to lower, at a time 


was greater, they would have been scouted 
out of the court of arbitration, They might 
have chosen to strike but they probably would 
not have done so, because they would have 
been compelled to recognize the fact that if 
their employer chose to employ them at a 
loss the amount of loss would have been op- 
tional with him. If they had struck under 
such circumstances they would have alienated | 
public sympathy and cut off the supplies 
which the public has furnished them. But 
they would not have struck. Therefore Debs 
had no pretext for his sympathetic strike and 
no plausible reason for all the turmoil, the 
loss of property, the violence, and the suffer- 
ing which he precipitated upon tne country. 

The only compensation which has been 
gained from this strike is a clear definition 
of the powers of the President. It has been 
clearly and legally settled that when there is 
an interference with the enforcement of the 
Federal laws in a State and the Federal courts 
are powerless to put their mandates into 
practical operation then the President can 
send troops to enforce the laws, and he is not 
obliged to wait for the request of an Anar- 
chist-Populist Governor. He can see himself 
that the Federal laws are enforced. That 
much at least has been gained. Mr. Pullman 
might well consider whether that is an equiv- 
alent for all the losses which the country has 
sustained and whether his concession of arbi- 
tration in this instarce, where he says he 
knows the facts were on his side and the de 
cision could not have been against him, would- 
really have been such a serious surrender of 
principle as he claims in his testimony. He 
might also consider whether his right to con- 
trol his own business would have been lost by 
conceding arbitration when he knew that his 
position was so strong it was updssailable.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 29.—In the battle between 
the Chinese and Japanese troops Aug. 138 
5,000 Chinese troops of all arins attacked the 
Japanese forces which had been detailed to 
guard the Ping-Nang passes in the northwest 
of Corea and eventually succeeded in driviig 
the Japanese from their positions. A large 
number of Coreans begged for arms 
from the Chinese‘ to fight the Japanese. 
Aug. 14 the Chinese were reinforced by 
4,000 troops from Yi-Chow, and the day fol- 
lowing they attacked the Japanese lines at 
Chung-Ho, with the result that the Japanese 
retreated. Aug. 16 the Chinese army was 
further reinforced by 18,000 fresh troops, 
and Aug. 17 they attacked the Japanese, who 
are said to have lost 4,000 men and their 
heavy baggage. The Chinese Aug. 18 ad- 
vanced to Huang-Chow, and passing too near 
the Tatung River, where thirteen Japanese 
warships lay, were attacked by the Japan- 
ese, who opened fire upon them, inflicting 
a loss of several hundred men upon 
the Chinese, At ebb tide the same day three 
of the Japanese warships found themselves 
aground and were afterward. severely dam- 
aged by the fire of the Chinese artillery, 
which was handied from ambush. The bulk 
of the Japanese forces, it is further asserted, 
retreated southwards, pursued by the Chinese 
cavairy until night stopped the latter's ad- 
vance. Gen. Yah, the Chinese Commander, 
then made a detour and attacked the Japan- 
ese in the rear, completely routing them and 
capturing Huang-Chow. The general news 
receiyed here does not confirm the reports of 
these Chinese successes, which are received 
by the native press. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Aug. 20.—A dispatch 
was received at the Navy Department today 
from Commodore Carpenter, at Nagasaki, 
Japan, announcing his arrival at that point. 
He has just taken command of the Asiatic 
squadron, and sailed on the Monocacy from 
Nagasaki to Chemulpo to join the Baltimore, 
which will be his flagship. The Charleston 
sailed Aug. 26 from San Francisco to Yoko- 
hama, Japan. 

{Owing to an advance in the price of silver and 
particularly the oriental war tine teas from 
China and Japan are likely to jump in price a 
little to the American consumers. Chicago will 
not feel this much, because, since the World's 
Fair, its people have cultivated a taste for the 
teas of India and Ceylon. The shortage of young 
Japanese pickings has caused an advance in that 
direction. The general market has advanced, 
both in India and Japan, owing to the advance 
in silver, but the American merchants carrying 
heavy stocks are glad to dispose of their goods at 
the staple market quotation. A. H. Blackall, 
one of the oldest importers of the West, said yes- 
torday: We had one boom several years ago and 
when the reaction arrived the slump was awful. We 
are not dependent on Japan or China, as the 
products of India and Ceylon are becoming 4 de- 
mand, and I cannot see where an advance in the 
market could be based ou a solid foundation or 
benefit any one.“ A representative of Hellyer & 
Co. of Japan, with headquarters in this city, 
could account for an advance on the price of teas 
in New York on the question of the exchange 
value of silver being higher, but thought the 
Chicago market would not advance. This was 
the general expression among importers, and 
that a complete blockade of both Japanese and 
Chinese perts can have little effect on the local 
market except through speculative manipula- 
taon. | 


GERMANS ARE OPPOSED TO THE LAW. 


Duty on Sugar from Countries Paying 
Bounties Sharply Criticised. 

Beruin, Aug. 29.—The new American tariff 
law gives umbrage in Germany, especially the 
proviso which increases the duty on sugar 
from countries giving bounties. This change 
is felt more keenly here, as the amount of in- 
crease is the same for all bounty-giving 
countries regardless of the amount of the 
bounties. The effect of this, accordmg to 
German opinion, will not be to induce such 
countries to abolish the bounties as the 
American Senate wishes, but on the contrary 
to raisethem. The Minister of Foreign Af. 
fairs is about to enter into negotiations with 
United States Ambassador Runyon in relation 
to certain points of the tariff affecting Ger- 
„many. : 


MORE CASES OF CHOLERA LISTED. 


Plague on the Increase in Holland and 
Germany. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 29.—Two fresh cases of 
cholera and one death from that disease have 
been reported here. At Maestricht there has 
been one additional death from cholera. 
Beruiy, Aug. 20.—For the week ending at 
noon, Aug. 27. in the German Empire there 
were seventy eight fresh cases of cholera re- 
ported, and during the same period thirty- 
eight deaths from that digpase were an- 
nounced. 
Vienna, Aug. 29.—In Galicia today there 
were 272 new cases af ‘cholera and 149 
deaths, and in Bukowina twenty-six cases and 
thirteen deaths. 


COMTE DE PARIS GROWING WORSE.

friends. But it appears while crossing in the 
Valiant Mrs. Vanderbilt began to display an 
authority over her husband’s conduct that 
made him restless. She, as all her friends 
know, has a will of her own, and she is re- 
ported as having been apparently deter- 
mined to boss the ship. She objected to 


any of the gentlemen remaining away 
from the yacht later than 10 p. m. 
She insisted that some of the gentlemen 


refrain from joining in the card parties on 
board in order to keep her company. Mr. 
Vanderbilt did not like this, so she wanted to 
alter the plan of the itinerary of: the cruise. 
Then came the sudden breakujg up of the 
party and Mrs. Vanderbilt’s going to Paris.

One of 
the most surprising things he did was to allow 
the servants of Nellie Neustretter to wear the 
same livery as that worn by Mrs, Vanderbilt's 
servants.

Mrs, Vanderbilt Proud of Her Family. 

It makes one smile,“ a well-known South- 
ern woman said in speaking about Mrs. Van- 
derbilt recently, to hear people class her 
with the nouveaux riches.’ She has the blood 
of all the Howards in her veins; not that I 
mean she is a Howard, you know, but. that is 
an-old English saying, signifying the best of 
ancestors. She was a Smith, one of the 
proudest old families in Mobile. It was not 
a rich family, but it wasn’t money then that 
gave you position, but grandfathers and grand- 
mothers. You can’t buy these. People say 
that Lady Mandeville helped Mrs. Vanderbilt 
into society that the old Commodore was ex- 
cluded from, but Lady Mandeville was a 
Southern girl herself; then she became one of 
the most powerful society leaders of England.

HER EXPERIENCE WITH MISS MARSDEN. 


Mrs. E. B. Grannis Explains Her Connec- 
tion with Certain Charges Made, 

New York, Aug 29.— [Special. — Mrs. E. 
B. Grannis of this city, President of the Na- 
tional Christian League for the Promotion of 
Social Purity, in an interview said.

I had no means of investigating 
her record, but after consulting with Mrs.

She met us 
thie next day in the Art Building and without 
any arraignment of her on our part. she at 
once stated facts about herself which so 
startled and shocked us that not one of us 
could command her voice to speak in reply.

New York, Aug. 290.—Fire broke out in a 
six-story ‘‘sweat shop” at No. 226 Riverton 
strect this morning in which three men lost 
their livés and a fourth, a fireman, is dying. 
At No. 31 Goerick’ street six-story tene- 
ment was burned, a dozen families were driven 
out panic-stricken, and $17,000 damuge done.

The Riverton street house was occupied 
almost solely by sweatshops. The second 
floor was used as a syragogue, and a portion 
of the third floor as a Hebrew school for 
boys. It is claimed that nobody lives in the 
house, but there were at least eight men in 
the building when the fire broke out. If 
they were watchmen, as it is claimed, they 
did their work badly, for three of their num- 
ber are dead, and a fourth cannot be found. 
He ran away when the alarm was sounded. 

It was supposed everybody was out of the 
building, but Joseph Levine appeared on a 
flame-enveloped fire escape of the fifth floor. 
The people below shouted encouragement to 
the lad, but aid could not reach him, 
and the crowd below watched as the boy 
seemed to be roasting alive. Fireman 
Timothy Collins attempted to rescue him. 
He had gone up the ladder but a few rounds 
when the boy climbed over the -escape and 
dropped. Twice he turned in the air be- 
fore he fell squarely on the shoulder of Col- 
lins. Down both went to the pavement. The 
boy was killed bythe fall. The firemen was 
unconscious and injured internally. He will 
probably die. 

The Goerick street fire was decidedly sus- 
picious. It originated in the haliway beside 
the door of Josephine Kean, u boarder in the 
janitor’s family, on the firat floor. The en- 
tire building was soon enveloped in flames. 
All the tenants were aroused and panic- 
stricken, but all escaped uninjured. The loss 
will not exceed $17,000; about $2,000 of 
this amount is contributed by the tenants. 

Both fires are believed to have been of in- 
cendiary origin. 


SURRENDERS HIS SON TO JUSTICE. 


T. C. Clarke Withdraws HA $15,000 Bond 
and Herman Is Locked Up.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 20.—David Gore, Audit- 
or of Public Accounts—Dear Sir: Owing to cir- 
cumstances which I could not conveniently con- 
trol I have postponed until now answering your 
communication of the 4th inst., transmitting to 
me a report, together with other papers, re- 
lating to the IMinois Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation. In your letter you request that such as- 
sociation be proceeded against in accordance 
with Sec. 17 of the Building and Homestead 
laws of this State. have carefully 
read your report and accompanying papers. 
and I am convinced from a careful examination 
thereof that it is my plain duty to abstain from 
commencing proceedings under Sec. 17 agaiast 
said association. My understanding of Sees. 1 
and 17 of the act in question 1s that the Legis- 
lature delegated to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts a supervisory author 
ity over building associations in this State. 
When he ascertains that such associations or any 
of them are not in a condition to do business or 
have resorted to illegal practices, he notifies 
tnem to make good such impaired assets, or cor- 
rect such illegal practices, and on a failure to 
comply with such notice on the part of any such 
association. he reports the same to the Attoruey- 
General to be proceeded against. Now, so far 
as the questions of fact are concerned that are 
reported to the latter officer, in my judgment, he 
has no right or authority to review or question 
the action of the Auditor. But where questions 
of law arise on the face of the report and papers 
submitted to him, then it is bis plain 
duty to look into them, and if in his 
judgment the. Auditor is mistaken in his con- 
struction or application of the law the Attorney- 
General ts not bound to follow the same. Keep- 
ing in view these propositions let me respectfully 
call your attention to the reasons impelling me 
to disagree with you on this occasion, and why 
suit should not be commenced against this asso- 
‘ciation. 7 


Takes Up the Charges. 


In your notice to the President and Secretary 
of this corporation dated May 28 last you assign 
some eleven charges or derelictions of duty and 
violations of law on its part. The last of these 
is as follows: The assets of the said associa- 
tion are insufficient to justify a con- 
tinuance of business by it.” In the com- 
munication accompanyi said notice under the 
heading ** quarterly dues on page four, you use 
the following language: We are aware that the 
1 | of the association depends upon the 
view taken of this feature (evidently referring to 
the quarterly dues). In arriving at a conclusion 
. it we have carefully, con- 
sidered the provisions of the by-laws and of 
the law applicable to institutions of this charac- 
ter, and are forced to conclude that the by-law is 
legally of no force or effect. It is illegal ause 
it provides for the accumulation ofa fund fora 
purpose other than that contemplated by the 
statute under which the association is incor- 
porated.” 

Again in the report made to you by Messrs. 
Roberts and Gore, inspectors, Aug. 1 last, as to 
whether the association had tomplied with the 

rovisions of your notice of the May previous I 

nd the following: “We find there is no 
lack of a desire on the part of the 
management of this association to comply fully 
with all of the terms of your notice, and that a 
compliance with its terms may be had in all par- 
ticulars save and except the last provision, re- 
quiring the assets of the association to be made 
eee to justify a continuance of business 

y it. 

In your letterof Aug. 4 last, transmitting to 
me the files in said cause, you use the following 
language: “ An examination of the affairs of this 
association has developed the fact that it is un- 
able by the sum of $82,572.12 to repay to ‘its 
shareholders the amount paid in by them.” 

I have taken the trouble to thus coliate your 
statements in reference to the real complaint 
against this association for the reason that it ap- 
pears therefrom had this association been 
able to make good said sum of $82,572.12 
you would not have reported it to me, but, on 
the contrary, would give it a clear bill of health. 
Now if you are mistaken as to the law permit- 
ting a collection of said sum then I take it that 
I ought not to commence suit against it. 

This association enacted a by-law which 5 
vided as follows: See. 2, Art. 6 The 
shareholder shall pay to the association 50 
cents per share for each share held by him, and 


every third month thereafter a further 
sum of 25 cents per share for each share 
held by him as quarterly dues until the 


maturity of such shares. Out of the quarterly 
dues shall be paid the cost of printing, postage, 
office rent, cost of management, and other cur- 
rent expenses, and the balance, if any, of said 
quarterly dues shall be paid into the loan fund 
of this association. In no case shall the amount 
used for expenses exceed 1 per cent per annum 
of mature value of a share of stock. 


Holds the By-Law Valid. 


Under and by virtue of the foregoing by-law 
the said sum of $82,572.12 was assessed and col- 
lected. You declare that such by-law is void 
and of no force or effect for the reason, as 
you say. that “it provides for the accumu- 
lation of a fund for a purpose other than 
that contemplated by the statute under which 
the association is incorporated. In this conclu- 
sion of yours I cannot agree. It is true that at 
one time I entertain an opinion similar to 
vours, but in an argument made before me at my 
office in Springfield by Judge Tipton, some 


months sipce, my faith in the correctness 
of such views was considerably shaken. 
Since then I have given the sub- 


ject much thought and research with the result 
that I have concluded that my first impressions 
of the law were not correct. To now continue to 
think or act otherwise could only be attributable 
to obstinacy. I am, therefore, firmly of the 
opinion that a by-law of the kind above quoted 
is valid and binding, and is permissible under 
our law. 

The second paragraph of Sec. Sof the buildi 
and homestead law provides as follows: An 
every share of stock shall be subject to 
a lien for the payment of unpaid in- 
stallments and other charges incurred there- 
on under tiie provisions of the charter and 
by-laws and the — may prescribe the form 
and manner of enforcing such lien. 

Now. I take it that the foreroing is by implica- 
tion at least a recognition of the inherent power 
of such an association to provide by a by-law for 
an expense fund to be raised from the sharehold- 
ers. It cannot be denied but that a reasonable 
expense fund is a proper charge against shares of 
stock in an association of this kind, and if this 
ix eo 1 see no reason why a by-law may not pro- 


vide therefor and make the same a lien on the 


stock of each member according to the amount 
of stock held by him or her. Indeed, the para- 
graph above so provides. ; 

Of course such provision of the law is not as 
slain as it might be, but then acts of the Legis- 
— are frequently found to be ambiguous. 1 
am not only convinced that a by-law providing 
for an expense fund is valid and strictly 
within the . provisions of the law just 
quoted, but it is a wise aud _salu- 
tary thing to do when reasonably and provident- 
ly drawn. Under a by-law of this kind the 
shareholders will know accurately how much it 
costs them to manage such society. The Auditor 
can then tell at a glance whether any of the 
funds proper have been diverted and whether the 
association is solvent or in a fit condiuon to do 
business. Of course care must be taken that the } 
by-law be reasonable. It is not an easy mat- 
ter to determine with accuracy how much should 
be permitted to be thus raised for expenses. 1 
can only say that while I am in office J shall try 
and conserve the interests of the stockholders in 
this respect. 

’ Association Within Its Right. 


Che delinquency charged against this associa- 
tion arises from doing what I think it had a right 
todo. This expense fund was collected and ex- 


ended, some of it, perhaps, improvidently. 
i feel confident ‘that such kund and 
its managoment is not without the

PRIOES OF WOOL SUSTAINED, 


No Reduction of Values Noted in the Bas- 
ton Market. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 29.—The American 
Wool and Cotton Reporter of tomorrow will 
say of the wool market: This has been, on 
the whole, « fair week for trade, and wools in 
general have been sold at as high a price as 
any time during the month. The suspense 
under which trade has labored being at 
an end now, the feeling in general is 
hopeful. The sales of fleeces consisted 
mainly of medium and low medium unwashed 
wools at 15@18 cents, of which several hun- 
dred thousand pounds was taken. The Texas 
wool was in some demand. There were sales 
of short at 11 cents, of eight months at 
12 cents, and a fair-sized lot of twelve months 
at 10@12 cents for average and 12@14 cents 


at current quotations. Medium scoured was 
30@32 cents; five medium. 34@36 cents; 
fine, 37@38 cents; defective California 
scoured, 28@30 cents; fine, 35@37 cents, 
perhaps somewhat high for choice. The sales 
of the week amount to 3,648,000 pounds 
domestic and 336,000 pounds foreign, mak- 
ing a total of 3,984,000 pounds, against a 
total of 2,379,000 for the previous week and 
a total of 1,042,000 for the correspondmg 
week last year. 


NEGROES WILL GO TO LIBERIA. 


Five Thousand Will Sail from the South 
Before Nov. 1. 

BrrMincuam, Ala., Aug. 29.—[Special.]— 
A wel'-defined movement has been set afoot 
to send thousands of Southern negroes to 
Africa, The International Migration Society 
of this city has just closed a contract in 
Philadelphia for the transportation of 5.000 
negroes to Liberia prior to Nov. 1 and many 
more later. The first cargo will be taken on 
at different Southern ports by a steamer 
which will leave Philadelphia Sept. 15 and 
touch as far south as New Orleans. The mi- 
gration managers say the ruler of Liberia has 
promised each emigrant twenty-five acres and 
implements necessary to till the land to encour- 
age emigration to that country. Thousands 
of negroes have joined the migration society, 
which is conducted on a codperative plan, a 
ticket to Africa being given each member

Boston, Mass., Aug. 29.—Faneuil Hall, the 
historie Cradle of Liberty,“ was the scene 
of an assemblage of colored people tonight, 
who, by resolutions and speeches, uttered 
their indignant protest against the lynch- 
ing of colored people in the South. 
The meeting wasa notable one for its en- 
thusiasm. Especially was this the case when 
William Lloyd Garrison and Dr, Miner were 
introduced. The lynching of negroes by law- 
less mobs without trial was denounced by all 
the speakers. The churches were condemned 
for not protesting against the barbarity with 
which colored men were treated in the South. 
Resolutions were adupted asking Congress to 
have appointed a commission to investigate 
the lynchings within the last ten years and to 
report its findings to Congress.

ANOTHER PERSON OOMMITS SUIOIDE 
IN THE GREAT NORTHERN. 


M. F. Brenton, a Hotel Clerk, Takes Mor- 
phine There and After Some Trouble 
Is Resuscitated, but Afterwards Suc- 
cumbs and Dies- Sketch of His Career 
Building Commissioner Takes Down a 
Plate Glass Front for Browning, King 
& ComKurtz Wants to Be Hanged. 

M. F. Brenton, a hotel clerk of Centralia, 
III., committed suicide in the Great Northern 
Hotel yesterday by taking morphine. Shortly 
after 2 p. m. a noise was heard in the room 
which Breaton occupied. The clerk was no- 
tified and with the assistance of several em- 
ployés broke in the door. Brenton was found 
lying on the floor black in the face and almost 
dead. Dr. Tallman was summoned and 
worked over Brenton untii 5 o’clock, when he 
regained consciousness. Brenton fought 
vigorously against being saved, and it took 
the combined efforts of four hotel porters to 
He acknowledged he had taken 
twenty-tive grains of morphine. It was 
thought he would recover, but the violent re- 
action was too great and he died shortly after 
6 o'clock. 

It is supposed Brenton committed suicide 
because of despondency. He came to the 
Great Northern Sunday from Columbus, O., 
where he had- been acting as manager of a 
hotel. A story was telegraphed to the Chica- 
go papers that he was short in his accounts. 


This is supposed to have weighed on his mind 


and probably caused his death, for he refers 
to it in one of the letters he left. When he 
arrived at the Great Northern he got one of 
the clerks to advance $10 to get his baggage 
from the railroad company, so it is supposed 
he Was in financial straits. He left several 
letters, one being dated Monday and another 
yesterday. One of the letters was addressed 
to F. Willis Rice, editor of the National Hotel 
Reporter. Another was addressed to Wiliiam 
Coffeen, an attorney, No. 50 Clark street. In 
it he partly explains his act. It is as follows: 

It has been my misfortune to spend a little 
more than a week with a man who has a hotel in 
Columbus, O., and I saw fit to quit on account of 
the house not being in keeping with any, hotel ! 
have been connected with. This man has caused 
to be published an article in the newspapers 
here of which I’ve no doubt you have heard. 
There is nota word of truth in it and ILWould be 
giad if you would tell the public how you found 
mo.

the permit, and we supposed it was all right, 
Today, however, Commissioner Eisendrath 
declared he had never given a permit for the 
work and went at once tothe Mayor.

BALL PARK GRAND STAND BURNED. 


Reconstructed West Side Amphitheater 
Destroyed by Fire. 

The reconstruciec grand stand at the West

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TROUBLE AMONG STRIKE LEADERS 
OVER PULLMAN RELIEF. 


Theodore Rhode, Heathcote’s Right-Hand 
Man, Appointed Chairman of the Re- 
lief Committee to Supplant the Two 
Men Whe Have the Work ip Charge= 
Will Probably Not Be Recognized= 
Commissioners Visit the “ Model Town” 
Additions to the “Tribune” Fund. 


Trouble has finally broken out among the 
Pullman strike leaders and it may result ina 
scandal before a settlement is reached. 

The first evidence of the dissensions that 

have been brewing for some time came yces- 
terday morning, when Theodore Khode ap- 
peared at relief headquarters with u docu- 
ment signed by Thomas W. Heathcote and R. 
M. Coombs, appointing him Chairman of the 
Relief committee in place of F. E. VPollens. 
This greatly surprised Vice-Chairman J. M. 
McGuire and Treasurer David V. Gladman, 
who have been doing all the work. They 
could not understand it, and Mr. (Ciladman 
hurried over to the Strike committee's 
headquarters at Turner Hall, Kensington. 
He found that body assembled there in secret 
session. Ina little while Rhode was sent for. 
He did not appear at the rellef store again 
during the day. The committee remained 
closeted until late in the afternoon. Its do- 
ings were not made public. Mr. Gladman 
soon left and cume into the city, but for what 
purpose noboly seemed to know. 
The appointment of Rhode, who has been 
one of Heathcote’s right-hand men all through 
the strike, caused considerable of a sensation 
in relief circles. Every person interested was 
inguiring for information as to what au- 
thority the Central Strike commit- 
tee, Mr. Heathcote, or anybody else 
connected with the management of the strike 
had to make such an appointment. The re- 
lef work isno longer under their control. 
For that matter it never was, but, as every 
one knows, the strike relief business came to 
an end nearly three weeks ago and the head- 
quarters had to be closed. That relief vas 
solely for members of the American Railway 
Union. A man who could not show a mem- 
bership card in this organization could not 
get a loaf of bread at the store. But since 
the Governor made his appeal the business 
has been conducted without any reference 
whatever to the strike. The work of distribu- 
tion of supplies and money was intrusted to 
J. M. McGuire and D. V. Gladman because, 
having been engaged in it all summer and 
being well acquainted with the people, they 
knew who were in need and who were not. F. 
E. Poilens dropped out because his services 
were not particularly needed. 


Want to Get Hold of the Money. 


All sorts of allegations were made as to the 
cause of Rhode’s appointment. Treasurer 
Gladman has about $2,300 in his possession 
to be expended for provisions and clothing 
for the destitute families, and it is said one of 
the objects the Strike committee has in view 
is to get possession of a portion of 
this money for its use. The only 
excuse given by the Strike committee 
for the appointment was that Pollens had re- 
signed and that the Relief committee was 
without a Chairman. The members were not 
ready to admit that McGuire as Vice-Chair- 
man was getting along well enough. He and 
Gladman, under the new order of things, have 
reduced the work to a system, and as a result 
all the needy families are being treated alike. 

Judge Worthington and Mr. Kernan of the 
La bor Commission made a short visit to Pull- 
man yesterday afternoon and took a drive 
around the town. After looking through the 
library and the bank and acquainting them- 
selves briefly with the general scheme 
of the Arcade Building, Town Agent Horn- 
beck got them into a carriage and drove down 
to the brick-yards, where they saw the $8 
a month shanties. Then they canvassed the 
South Side, where all the best houses are, 
took a peep into Fulton street, and then made 
a flying trip through the north end. Mr. Gil- 
lespie, rent agent in that section, gave them 
some pointers as to the rent charges, and to 
still further satisfy themselves as to the gen- 
eral plan of these tenements the two Com- 
missioners went into three or four of them. 
They had nothing to say as to what their im- 
pressions of the town were, nor did they at- 
tempt to see the inside of the big shops. They 
went down on the 2 o'clock train, returning 
to the city at 4:30. 


Heavy Demiund for Relief. 


The relief orders filled at headquarters yes- 
terday nearly cleaned out the stock of sup- 
piies on hand. At the 
evening the committee had 1,400 small sacks 
of flour and about 1.800 pounds of rice. 
Nothing was received at the store during the 
day. A tirm on South Water street sent 
down word that it had 2,000 pounds of frozen 
fish in cold storage which the committee 
could have by paying the storage. Some of 
the cash, therefore, will probably be used far 
this purpose today. If supplies Gontinue 
coming in a certain amount of cash may be 
appropriated tothe purchase of shoes and 
clothing for the women and children. The 
purchases made yesterday were five barrels 
of sugar and three drums of coffee.

[John C. Gault's life was devoted to the rail- 
road business. He was born in Hooksett, N. Be 
in 1829. He was first a freight clerk in the loca 
office of the Manchester and Lawrence railroad. 
Five years later he was appointed General 
Freight Agent of the Vermont Central and held 
that position until 1859, when he came to Chica- 
go. Aug. 13, 1859. he became Goaneral Freight 
Agent of the Galena and Chicago Union railroad, 
continuing in that capacity until 1864, when the 
road was absorbed by the growing Chicago and 
Northwestern system. He was made Superin- 
tendent of the Galena division. From 1870 
until April 1, 1872, he was General 
Superintendent of the Northwestern. Then he 
went tothe Milwaukee and St. Paul as Assistant 
General Superintendent, with an increased salary 
and the implied task of finding a Chicago ter- 
minal for his employers. Inthishe was finally 
successful. Mr. Gault's ambition was to become 
the successor of S. S. Merrill, head of the Mil- 
waukee road, but he was balked by opposition in 
the directory. Meanwhile, Jay Gould offered 
Mr. Gault à contract for five years at 812.000 a 
ear as General Manager of the Wabash 
ines. The offer was subsequently increased to 
$18,000 a year with leave for Mr. Gault to carry 
out his own notions in managing the road. - This 
proposition was accepted and in 1879 Mr. Gault 
took up his headquarters in St. Louis. He did 
not remain with the Wabash the full time of his 
contract, not agreeing with the business methods 
* Gould, and in 1883 he returned to Chica- 
o and fortwo years was arbitrator in special 
cases for trunk lines. In 1885 he went to Cin- 
cinnati as General Manager of the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific railway associat- 
ed roads. After five years’ service he finaliy re- 
tired from the railroad business, returning to 
Chicago in 1890. From this time on his only 
business transactions were occasional deals on 
the Board of Trade. } |

NATURAL GAS TO HEAT SOHOOLS, 


Committee of Board of Education to Inves- 
tigate Prices of School Books. 

The Board of Education held its first meet- 
ing at its new rooms in the Schiller Theater 
Building last night and passed an hour trans- 
acting monotonous routine business in quiet 
and harmony. A fight had been anticipated 
over the Economie Gas company’s proposi- 
tion in regard to heating the schools, but the 
measure went through without a murmur. 
The company’s original proposition was to 
pay the cost of all equipments, and to fur- 
nish sixteen schools with natural gas at a total 
cost of $17,220 a zear. The coal bill of the 
same schoois last year was $12,741.35, and 
the trouble was expected to come in at this 
point. Mr. Beebe, backed up by the verdict 
of the Underwriters’ Association in favor 
of gas, championed the measure, and the vote 
was unanimous for the gas: No other busi- 
ness of interest came up until the finish, when 
a committee, consisting of Brennan, Rosen- 
thal, and Beebe, was appointed to investigate 
the prices of school book publishers to 
negotiate for a reduction in the cost of liter- 
ature. Speaking of this final action Mr. Ro- 
senthal said: It is a well-known fact that 
the price of some of our standard text books 
is entirely too too high for the children 
who pu individually and for the board 

purchase in lots for indigent children.

Co. Continue Work Under Protest. 


At the meeting of the Drainage Trustees 
yesterday a contract was awarded to the firm 
of Wright, Meysenburg, Sinclair & Carry for 
the work on Sec. 13 of the drainage canal at 
a cost of $417,717; the contract of Streeter 
& Kenefick for Sec. 15 was declared forfeited 
because of the non-completion of the work; 
specifications for the building of drawbridges 
at highway crossings over the main channel 
at Lemont, Willow Springs, and Romeo were 
adopted and the clerk instructed to advertise 
in the usual manner for bids. 

The meeting was called to order at 
o’clock by Chairman Wenter. Those present 
were Trustees Altpeter, Cooley, Eckhart, 
Kelly. and Russell. Clerk Thomas F. Judge 
reported that for the week ending Aug. 25 the 
number of employés was 184. He als@ re- 
ported he had delivered to Melville E. Stoue, 
Treasurer of the district, the entire issue of 
$3,000,000 of 5 per cent bonds of the dis- 
trict, being the third issue, complete and 
ready fdr delivery to the purchasers, N. W. 
Harris & Co., the same being the bonds issued 
under ordinance of Aug. 1. A _ tabulation of 
the bide for Sec. 15 was filed and ordered 
published. | | 

The clerk then read the report of Chief 
Engineer Isham Randolph relative to the 
work on Sec. E of Streeter & Kenefick. The 
report was adopted and its recommendations 
concurred in. The report was as follows:

said party of the first part shall thereupon have 
the power either to complete the said work by 
contract or to employ such men, teams.“ etc., 
and advertise for bids for the completion of said 
work by contract. | 

Chief Engineer Randolph also submitted a 
form of an advertisement prepared by him to 
conform to the foregoing recommendation, 
and bids will be advertised for in pursuance 
thereof. 

The President and clerk were authorized to 
execute an agreement between the Drainage 
Board and Gilman & Co., changing 14.690 
cubie yards of wall laid in cement to dry 
rubble wall at an extra cost of about $7,500. 


Award Contract for Sec. 15. 


The joint committee on engineering and 
finance then recommended that the contract 
for Sec. 15 be awarded to the firm of Wright, 
Meysenburg, Sine¢lair & Carry. The report 
of the committee was adopted and recom- 
mendations concutred in. The report was: 

CHICAGO, Aug. 29, 1894.—To the Honorable 
the Board of Trustees of the Sanitary District of 
Chicago—Gentiemen: Your committee has con- 
sidered the bids on Contract Section 15, referred 
at the last meeting, and reports as follows: We 
recommend that the contract be awarded to the 
firm of Wright, Meysenburg, Sinclair & Carry, at 
their bid to wit: glacial drift, 19 cents per 
cubic yard; solid rock. 59 cents per cubic yard; 
retaining wall, $2.35 per cubic yard: said firm 
being the lowest bidder. The committee had 
added a stipulation in reference to a ditch across 
Fitzpatrick s Island, which has been made neces- 
sary through the purchase of land, said stipula- 
tion being satisfactory to the contractor. The 
committee submits the contract, duly signed by 
second party, and we recommend that the Presi- 
dent and clerk be authorized and directed to ex- 
ecute the same on behalf of the district as soon 
asthe bond shall have been completed to the 
satisfaction of the Committee on Finance. We 
further recommend that the clerk be authorized 
and directed to return to each and all of the bid- 
ders on said Sec. 15 the checks deposited by them 
with their bids. 

The same committee then submitted specifi- 
cations for the building of drawbridges at 
highway crossings over the main channel at 
Romeo, Lemont, and Willow Springs. The 
specifications for the superstructure contem- 
plate that bids shall be based on bidders’ de- 
signs for bridges of the swing type or of the 
foiding or lift type, and that the district shall 
be privileged to select from the designs on 
paying a premium of $750. The specifica- 
tions for the masonry and approaches are sep- 
arate and are subject to modification, accord- 
ing to the type that may be adopted. 

As to the question of an outer levee on Sec. 
3 there were majority and minority reports 
submitted. The committee submitted that 
the completion of this levee would add ma- 
terially to the security against floods, and it 
completes the only gap in the leveesystem be- 
Itis part of a 
comprehensive plan that should be carried out 
in full. The cost would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $11,900. It submitted the draft of 
an agreement for this work, as prepared by 
the chief engineer and attorney, for the adop- 
tion of the board, and recommended that the 
President and clerk be authorized and direct- 
ed to execute the same on behalf of the dis- 
trict. 
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Minority Report Carried. 


Trustee Eckhart submitted a minority re- 
port reciting that the levee was not needed, as 
the contractors were required to protect them- 
selves at their own expense. The minority 
report was carried. 

E. D. Smith & Co., whose contract on Sec. 
D had been declared forfeited, sent a com- 
munication notifying the board that they pro- 
posed to continue work on Sec. Dand ex- 
pected to finish the same by April, 1896, per- 
haps some six or eight months sooner than 
that time, and did not consider the fact of 
their continuing their work an jadmission that 
they considered the ruling of the board in 


this matter as just or equitable, and did not 


waive any rights for future settlement in this 
matter. They claim they have many thou- 
sands of yards of material on this section that 
is barder than any they have seen on the 
Drainage Canal and which cannot in any 
sense be called! glacial drift.“ No machinery 
could be built that would handle it without the 
free use of powder, If at the expiration of 
the contract, they say, an equitable settlement 
cannot be had with the board, they will take 
such steps to protect their interests as may 
seem best. 

The Board of Trustees of the Village of 
Spring Forest called the attention of the 
Drainage Bourd to the fact that nothing had 
been done toward repairing Desplaines River 
bridge, and asked that some step be tuken at 
once toward placing it in a safe condition. 
The communication was referred to the com- 
mittee on Engineering and Finance. 


Description of Kailroad Property Ordered. 


The Chief Engineer ard Attorney of the 
Board were ordered to prepare a description 
and plat of the property belonging to or used 
by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and the 
Chicago, Santa Fé and California Railway 
companies, which it will be necessary for the 
sanitary district to acquire in order to con- 
struct the chaunel, and report to the board. 
After this action the board adjourned. 

The firm of Wright, Meysenburg, Sinclair 
& Carry, who were awarded the $500,000 
contract by the Drainage Board, is composed 
of A. W. Wright, O. W. Meysenburg, Donald 
Sinclair, and £. F. Carry. Mr. Wright is a 
contractor and engineer of twenty-seven 
years’ experience and has built over one-half 
of the cable car lines in this city. Mr. Mey- 
senburg is President of the Wells & French 
company, car-builders, and of the Siemens & 
Halske Electric company of America. Don- 
ald Sinclair has had thirty years’ experience 
as an engineer and contractor, and has been 
identified to some extent with the Lilinois 
Central railroad company. 

The firm has a capital of $1,000,000. 
Ground will be broken Monday and work will 
be pushed as rapidly as possible.

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WEST SIDE OBJECTS. 


BOULEVARD ASSESSMENT SAID TO BE 


BADLY PLANNED. 


Serious Charges Made That Favoritism 
Has Been Shown Owners of Frontage= 
Rich Men Given an Advantage Over 
Poor Ones in the General Round-Up= 
How the Money to Be Paid for Im- 
provements Is Divided Up—Boulevard 
System Involved in the Trouble, 

Deep indignation is felt by the majority of 
owners of frontages on Douglas boulevard at 
the assessment made for the proposed im- 
provements, and a determined effort will be 
made to have it annulled even if the entire 
scheme of improvements be indefinitely post- 
poned. The first exception taken is that the 
assessment, as a whole, is extravagant, 
but the main grievance is the al- 
leged inequality of particular assess- 


| ments by which a minority of owners have 


had their assessments reduced sometimes to 
two-thirds or one-half of the normal rate, and 
in a few cases almost as low as one-fourth. 
The owners of 10,000 feet out of the total of 
14,000 feet of lots fronting on the boulevard 
have arisen in protest, and say if their pro- 
test does not induce the West 
Park Commissioners to annul the 
assessment the case will be carried into 
the courts and an injunction sought to restrain 
the board from proceeding with the improve- 
ments upon the present basis. It is claimed 
the sufferers by over-assessment are the com- 
paratively poor owners, while the beneficiaries 
by the rebates are exceptionally wealthy and 


influestial. 

Dr. V. W. Mott, who is a member of the 
Executive committee appointed by the pro- 
testing majority of owners, was seen yester- 
day and gave a statementof the grievances 
alleged, toremedy which the action of the 
owners is taken. To begin with,“ he said, 
there is no reason to raise so much money. 
The assessment—where it has not been 
reduced for the benefit of a few favored per- 
sons—is $17 for each foot of frontage on 
each side of the boulevard. The boulevard is 
250 feet wide. On the south side forty feet 
is to be paved with asphalt and on the north 
side forty feet with granite macadam. Be- 
tween is to be a park with trees and grass. 
Now as to the cost of laying down 
asphalt there are contracts on record 
showing that it can be laid down at $2.89 a 
square yard, and at the present time con- 
tractors are bidding for the same work at 
$1.50. The entire length of the side to be 
macadamized (10,000 feet) has been given 
out to a contractor at $55,000, or about 
$5.50 a foot. At the present time the work 
could be done at not much more than half 
this rate. But at the rates stated the 
paving between each pair of twenty-four feet 
lots on each side could be done tor $292, the 
asphalt part for $160, and thé macadamized 
for $132. But the assessment on each of the 
two lots affected is 8408. There are, of 
course, street intersections to be paid for, 
and sidewalks, and the park in the center, 
but the difference between $816 of 
assessinent and $202 of paving work 
between opposite lots is not to be accounted 
for by such items as sidewalks and grass 
plots. - Now as to the inequalities of the as- 
sessments. While most of the lots are as 
sessed $17 a foot of frontage some owners 
have had theirs reduced to $12, others to 
$10, $8, or $6, while a few have 
had it cut down to $4.35. All 
these people are wealthy. Com pare 
such figures with the case of a man who owns 
just one lot at the corner of Douglas and Gar- 
field boulevards. This man ig assessed $17 
on each foot of frontage on each boulevard. 
His lot is 147 feet on Garfield and 200 on 
Douglas, and his total assessment is, there- 
fore, $5,899.”’ 

When asked if there would be any legal 
difficulty about vacating the assessment Dr. 
Mott said he understood the County Court 
judges would raise none if the Commissioners 
made application. Judge Scales, who finally 
passed the assessment, after numerous re- 
jections for various informalities, at last 
did 80 on receiving assurance 
from the attorney ſor the Park 
Commissioners that there were no 
objections to it. The fact hat there was so 
much to be objected to was not known to the 
majority of those concerned at the time or 
the objections would have been strenuous. 
There is room for vacating the assessment if 
the present Commissioners, who are not re. 
sponsible for it, take steps to have it vacated.
